DEFENSE DATA 
Supply Situation: According to a recent NPA listing 
of basic materials and alternates, carbon tetrachloride is 
in “very short supply” while perchlorethylene and 
trichlorethylene are in “balanced supply,” meaning 
supply is about equal to demand Also in balanced 
supply are paper and paperboard, cotton duck, webbing 
and varn. Synthetic detergents and diatomaceous 
powder are listed as being in “fair to good supply.” 
Nickel-bearing stainless steel is very short; other stain- 
less steel balanced. Extensive use of chlorine by the 
armed forces has caused a supply problem 

For the conservation of nickel, which is in very 
short supply, the Technical Committee on Laundry and 
Dry Cleaning Equipment of the Federal Specifications 
Board (for government purchases) ruled that corrosion- 
resisting steel would be specified for washer cylinders 
and shells for extractor baskets; except for shipboard 
use, standard weight galvanized pipe would be sub- 
stituted for brass or copper pipe; copper may be sup- 
plied for starch cookers, and only galvanized steel soap 
tanks will be accepted. No restrictions were placed 
upon the use of Monel which, however, is currently 
ivailable only from companies which have stocks 

In announcing fourth-quarter allotments of con- 
trolled materials to the manufacturers of service equip- 
including commercial drycleaning and laundry 
equipment and industrial vacuum and floor-mainte- 
nance machinery, the NPA warned that these allot- 
ments may be reduced for the first quarter of 1952 


ment 


Wage and Salary Regulations: Recent regulations and 
revisions of previous regulations covering wage and 
salary payments are so numerous and complicated that 
our space simply does not permit a summary. In view 
of the fact, however, that violation of the regulations 
means that the employer cannot deduct from his income 
tax either an unallowed increase or the entire wages 
which include an unallowed increase, drycleaners are 
advised to study the orders to find which rules apply to 
their own situations 

The new GWR 5 takes up adjustments in wages 
of individual employees. GWR 8 sets down rules for 
cost-of-living increases, thus modifying GWR 6 which 
imposed a 10 percent limit in wage increases. Amended 
GWR 14 covers bonus payments made once or twice a 
year, such as profit-sharing and Christmas bonuses, It 
does not take up bonuses related to hours worked or 
units produced or sold, thus does not apply to route 
commissions or incentive or piece-rate payments. GWR 
15 covers incentive wages 

The above all apply to employees who are paid 
wages, and are under the jurisdiction of the Wage 
Stabilization Board 

The Salary Stabilization Board has also issued a new 
regulation, GSSR 2, which covers the type of bonus 
payments described above for executive, administra- 
tive and professional employees and outside salesmen 

The regulation of salary adjustments for individual 
salaried employees for merit or length of service is taken 
up by SSR 3, which also covers promotions, transfers, 
new or changed jobs and so on. 
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Price-Adjustment Forms: The OPS has released Form 
43 which is to be used for making applications for in- 
creased ceiling prices for service Seesteesehe which 
claim existing ceilings cause substantial financial hard- 
ship. The forms may be obtained from OPS district 
offices, but the applications must be filed with the OPS 
in Washington. 


Construction Explanations: A recent interpretation of 
the construction order defines industrial plants as 
distinguished from commercial projects. While dry- 
cleaning plants are not specifically mentioned, they 
would seem to be considered not industrial plants but 
commercial projects. This means that in building, dry- 
cleaners can only use up to two tons of steel, 200 pounds 
of copper and no aluminum, without NPA authorization. 


Scrap Still Needed: Leading officials in the defense 
program emphasize the continuing urgent need for 
scrap to improve the steel supply. The Laundry and 
Dry Cleaners Machinery Manufacturers Association is 
preparing material to promote the scrap drive among 
drycleaning plants and laundries, In the meantime, 
members of the LDMMA have turned in a collection 
of 450 tons. According to NPA’s “Scrap Round-up,” 
this association was also one of the best organized and 
most active trade groups in salvage operations during 
the last war. 


Defense Appointments: E. F. “Ed” Wesely has been 
appointed chief of the Laundry and Drycleaning Sec- 
tion, Service Trades Branch, Office of Civilian Require- 
ments. Mr. Wesely has been connected with dryclean- 
ing plants and laundries in the Washington, D. C., 
area for many years, is a past president of the AIL, and 
in 1940-41 was on the Council of National Defense. 

Sam A. Wix, owner of Ideal Laundry & Cleaners 
of Atlanta, Ga., has been appointed a member of the 
NPA Textile Maintenance Advisory Committee. Mr. 
Wix is well known in the industry for his association 
activities. He is an AIL director, a director and past 
president for two terms of the Georgia Launderers and 
Cleaners Association and the Laundry and Dry Clean- 
ers Club of Greater Atlanta. 

Leroy C. Stewart, formerly manager of Dow Chemi- 
cal Company's Atlanta sales office, has been named 
chief of the Facilities Branch, NPA Chemical Division.

Volume Keeps Climbing: The most recent issue of the 
“Trends” bulletin service of the NICD shows a con- 
tinued increase in national dollar drycleaning volume in 
July 1951 in relation to July 1950. Volume was up 6.55 
percent over July of last year, and 9.81 percent over 
July of 1949. 

For the first time in 14 months, the drycleaning in- 
crease did not parallel an increase in national retail 
trade, which the U. S. Department of Commerce re- 
ported as 7.82 percent lower in July 1951 than in July 
1950. National personal income, however, rose 14.8 per- 
cent above the same month last year. 

The U. S. Bureau of Labor Statistics has released

MEASUREMENTS FOR SUIT photographed by drycleaner Lewis Wheeler 


4 measurement chart, a camera and floodlights are 
furnished to Lewis Wheeler, owner of La Mode Clean- 
ers in Mountain Home, Idaho, by the company which 
takes his orders for custom-made suits for men and 
women. For each suit or coat order Mr. Wheeler takes 
three front pictures of the customer against the wall 
chart, a picture for each side and one for the back. 
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The measurements are sent to the tailoring firm with 
the order. 

So many questions were asked and so much in- 
terest shown in the equipment in the La Mode store 
that Mr. Wheeler decided to use the chart and camera 
for promoting alteration work. On all major alteration 
jobs he takes several pictures, has films developed 
locally and a jumbo-sized print made for a few cents 
each.

FREE TIE OFFER boosted garment cleaning volume for American Clean- 
ers, Brownsville, Texos. Owner George Goff shows two colorful numbers 


4 year ago George Goff of American Cleaners, 
Brownsville, Texas, advertised that he would clean a 
necktie free with each suit. He got 40 or 50 neckties to 
clean the first week. However, he noticed that he got 
several new accounts. 

Mr. Goff discontinued the newspaper advertisement 
and had some small pocket inserts printed showing 
good-looking neckties in color.

A. Pre-drying is neither necessary nor 
desirable unless the garments have been 
stored in a damp place, have been rained 
on, or have been subjected to wet pre 
spotting. After pre-drying is carried out 
the garments should be hung in the 
open for about 20 minutes to “pick up” 
their normal content of moisture from 
the atmosphere. If this is not done, poor 
cleaning will result and streaking may 
occur when a moisture-bearing soap is 
used (thirsty fibers will absorb uneven- 


ly the moisture present). It has been 
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demonstrated that superior cleaning is 
obtained when garments are condi- 
tioned, before dry cleaning, in air con- 
taining 50-60°, relative humidity at 
75°F. :

A, Solvent consumption will be cut at 
least in half. Solvent hold-up in gar- 
ments after a normal extraction in non- 
recovery equipment is usually from 15 
to 20 pounds per 100 pounds of fabrics. 
Most of this can be recovered.

A. The soil released from the garments 
is removed immediately from the ma- 
chine and deposited on the filter. This 
reduces the tendency for graying of gar- 
ments due to redeposition of the soil. 

With a filter, a considerably smaller 
quantity of freshly distilled perchlor- 
ethylene is needed, because the solids 
and most solubles are being constantly 
removed. The cost of filtration may be 
less than the cost of distillation —in spite 
of losses during cleanouts—due to sav- 
ings in steam and water. Of course, the 
filter should be operated in accordance 
with standard procedures relative to 
precoating, sweetener-powder additions 
and cleanouts. 


Q. Please give me

My garments are not 

drying properly, and oa time 

some solvent is dripping out of the de- 
odorizing pipe. Lint bags seem to be wet 
with solvent, and there is leakage around 
the door which covers the lint bag open- 
ing. 


A. This problem seems to indicate that 
your machine has become filled with 
lint. Lint collected on the condenser 
prevents the solvent-laden air from 
reaching the cooling surface. Thus, the 
garments are not dried, because the re- 
circulated air is saturated with solvent. 

Small pieces of lint may have gathered 
on the gasket surfaces of the door which 
covers the lint bag opening. This lint 
may also have been deposited on the 
edges of the butterfly valve which opens 
the vent line during the deodorizing op- 
eration. If this vent line valve leaks dur- 
ing the recovery operation, solvent va- 
pors will also escape and condense with- 
in the exhaust stack. As a result, liquid 
solvent will run out of the joints in the 
pipe. 

Lint bags wet with solvent indicate a 
lint-coated condenser and, probably, a 
plugged drain-off line, which prevents 
the condensed solvent from running back 
to storage. So that solvent vapors may 
be removed from the fabrics and con- 
densed rapidly, it is of the greatest im- 
portance to clean the lint bags or screens 
and the water cooled condenser in ac- 
cordance with the manufacturer's in- 
structions.

Being a true son of a Scotchman, Allen O. Fligor 
hated to throw away old invoices without putting them 
to some further use. Finally, at his Lang’s Cleaning 
Plant in Chillicothe, Ohio, he hit upon a way to make 
scratch-pads out of them. 

Al makes them up into bundles of 500 or so and 
takes them to the local print shop where they are 
chopped in half with the power shears. Then back at 
the plant he heats up an old glue pot and smears one 
end of the pack of Tease invoices with a liberal coat 
of glue. 

When the glue dries the 500-sheet packs are dis- 
tributed around to the people who need them: the 
driver, for pickup slips; the store girls, the office girl, the 
marker, the bookkeeper, the inspector, etc. They don’t 
use the whole pack at once, but tear off a small pad 
of fifty or so, as they need them. All the notes and 
memos are made on the backs of the former invoices

cil, W. C. Smith of the § & S Cleaners in Gainesville, 
Florida, claims he has made assembly easier and quick- 
er. He uses preprinted tags and jots the lot number 
over a line with the marking numbers below the line. 
If a large order takes more than one marking number 
they are listed in order, as shown by the order at the 
left of the picture.

Methods of operation must be soundly established 
before the incentive is started. Obviously, experiment- 
r changing methods changes the standard on 
ich an incentive is based. This experimenting should 


done before the incentive goes into effect 


Likewise, equipment changes must be made first 
The equipment must be balanced so that plenty of 
work can be waiting for every worker at all times. All 
equipment must be put in best possible condition and 
kept there at all times. If poor machine efficiency ham- 
pers a worker's production, the incentive goes sour. 
This includes not only the equipment directly used, 
but also lighting, ventilation, heating, piping, the floor, 
toilets, clothes lockers, lunch area, ete., ete. 

A simple way of keeping production records should 
be started, if one is not already in use. In fact, such 
a record system ought to be put in at the beginning. 
Then it probably will show some increase in produc- 
tion after each of the other improvements is made 

After methods are established and equipment re- 
arranged, there should be a shakedown period. During 
that time workers’ production should reach as high 
a level as it is likely to without incentives. 

Then you can start to install incentives, WSB per- 
mitting. But, while WSB is getting ready to grant in- 
centive wages, you should be getting ready to install 
them

How To Train Finishers 


Pictorial manuals show new operators proper 


technique, speed training, aid supervision

IN THE TRAINING PROCEDURE for new operators 
in the finishing department at Spitzer the Cleaner in 
Richmond, Virginia, the key instrument is an eight- 
page, illustrated methods manual. 

This visual aid, patterned after systems developed 
by the armed forces during the last war, is one of the 
most modern training methods available to manage-

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ment. Its application to the drycleaning industry has 
given owner Tommie Ogden three long-desired results: 

1. A short training period. One inexperienced girl 
was averaging 100 pieces per eight-hour , two weeks 
after she first put her foot in the door. 

2. A supervisor who supervises. The proper defini- 
tion of supervision says nothing about a “working” 
supervisor. The manual has taken this specialist off the 
presses. 

3. A standard product. Usually each finisher had 
different methods, and each garment revealed those 
differences. Now Spitzer advertises quality finishing 
to the public with complete confidence. There is co- 
ordination between sales and production. 

Early this year, with finishing costs too high, labor 
hard to get, and Spitzer about to install an entire set 
of new presses, Mr, Ogden decided to apply the prin- 
ciples he had learned as a personnel officer in the navy 
to his drycleaning piant. 

Working with the manufacturer's representative, 
plant manager Billy Miles and sales manager Bob 
Carter, “The Spitzer Method” was planned, produced, 
and put into use. 

A good amateur photographer, Mr. Ogden took the 
pictures of the different lays and motions. Although 39 
pictures were used, over 70 had to be taken so that

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The Spitzer Method for Legging Trousers 


In the operation shown below we have 
chosen a procedure which we believe is the 
simplest and best way to produce a fine qual- 
ity of finishing trousers. Please keep in mind 
two things: (1) That we make the center lay 
on the trousers to shape the leg so that any 
bag of the knee will be removed; (2) We 
would like for you to remember that the

The picture above shows the proper position for the trousers to be 
placed after topping. In this position we begin the operation

The trousers should now lay with the seams in the center of the 
buck and outside and inner seams should meet all the way up 
the leg of the trousers.

The trousers are grasped in the same manner as in operation 4. 
Then pull to the left as they are brought forward toward the 
operator.

of trousers is the setting of a good firm crease 
on the front of the leg. You will note that in 
each instance we finish the front crease before 
finishing the back crease. We cannot over- 
emphasize the importance of this step since 
we believe that the most important operation 
in the finishing of an entire suit from the cus- 
tomer'’s standpoint is the setting of the firm 
crease in the front of the trousers. 


Grasp the trousers at the front of the cuff with the forefinger 
between the two cuffs and the thumb and index finger on the 
outside. Place on the buck with the left trouser leg up. Pull the 
center of the trousers toword the operator. As the cuffs are re- 
leased, release the bottom cuff first and slip the left leg bock 
off the buck

Grasp the right leg with the left hand ot the upper front crease 
and the center of the cuff with the right hand. The trousers are 
then moved to the left and toward the back of the press and 
again pulled on the press so that the front crease is now on 
the rear portion of the buck in a position to set the crease. In 
trousers that are not pleated the upper portion of the crease 
should begin at a point 2% inches above the bottom of the fly 


The left leg is placed on top of the right leg with the left hand. 
The trousers are then grasped with the forefinger between the 
rear creases in the same manner that we grasped the trousers 
when they were originally placed on the buck. The trousers ore 
then flipped over so that the right leg is on top of the left 
and the right leg is then removed from the buck with the right 
hand. This leaves the trousers in a position for finishing the cen- 
ter and shrinking the knees

This manual teaches finishers to produce quickly a

Those plants main- 
taining the same quality level might clip the pages 
from this magazine and put them right to work. 

For another quality level, steps would have to be 
added or subtracted, so another manual would have to 
be produced. It might be too costly for one plant to 
follow this method; another plant might have to do 
more to sell drycleaning, or more steps might be added 
to build up something like Spitzer's Blue Ribbon service. 

The manual can be used “as is” if the quality level 
is similar; it should be adjusted if techniques must vary

It is possible to pick up at the locker and deliver the 
garment to the customer at home, to one of the stores, 
or to another locker. That is not a problem involving the 
lockers so much as paperwork control in the plant. 


Phone Operator at Plant 

The drycleaning plant or laundry using these lockers 
requires a special telephone operator. One operator can 
handle a minimum of 10 locker installations, and the 
manufacturer* believes that experienced operators may 
be able to handle up to twice as many under certain 
circumstances. 

The operator sits before a modified PBX board that 
has a button for each locker installation. When the 
customer lifts the receiver at the locker a light goes on 
above the button connected with that locker station. 
The operator presses the button and is connected with 
the customer. 

In front of the phone girl is a visible file of the 
Kardex type for each of the locker installations. In each 
leaf of a file is a blank card representing one of the in- 
dividual lockers in the installation covered by that file. 
In her spare time the operator notes the proper locker 
number in the upper left corner of each a | and the 
location of the Valeteria at the top of the card. She also 
puts the claim-check number in the lower left corner, 
as will be explained later. 

When the customer calls in, the operator jots down 
her own initials, the name, address and phone number 
of the customer, the date and hour received and the 
date and hour promised. She stamps “same-day service” 
on the card if this is requested. She notes any special 
instructions or information from the customer. Finally 
she repeats the name at the bottom of the card. 

The card is then removed from the file. At 9:30, or 
whenever the pickups are made by the driver, all cards 
made out up to that time are forwarded to the marking 
room. When the orders come into the plant the marker 
notes down the descriptions of the garments, prices 
them on the card, and marks down the total charge.

the modified PBX board is a dial similar to those on 
dial phones. By dialing the number of the locker to be 
opened, the lock is electronically released. A spring 
pushes the door out several inches, to where the cus 
tomer can open it all the way. There is no other way of 
opening the doors short of attacking them with crow 
bars, a practice frowned upon in public places. 
When closing, the door catches easily and securely 
If the customer shuts it by accident before finishing 
with the locker, she must call the operator. She must 
repeat her name, address and phone number as a check 
against having the locker raided by someone else 


Bags Make Driver's Work Easy 

When the driver comes to a set of lockers he first 
phones the operator to open all those lockers containing 
garments or laundry. He puts the contents of each 
locker in a separate bag. From a little shelf right over 
the door, hidden from the customer, he takes the re- 
maining tags from a strip of numbered marking tags 
The one tag missing from this strip was the “claim 
check” inserted in the clip on the door, which the cus 
tomer took when leaving her garments in the locker 
The driver puts the rest of the strip of tags in the bag 
with the order, for the markers to use on that order 

The driver then places the finished orders in the 
empty lockers. Claim-check, number, customer's name 
and locker number are noted on a control sheet kept on 
a clip board. He then phones the operator and gives her 
the locker numbers. He places a new claim check in the 
clip of each extra empty locker and tucks the balance of 
the strip tags on the little shelf. He also tells the phone

Early Experience Encouraging 

So much for the mechanics of the operation, The ex- 
perience of the D. O. Summers Company with its first 
installation has been exciting and encouraging. It was 
introduced with great fanfare; teaser ads for 10 days 
before the unveiling, full-page ad the day before, full- 
page ad the morning of the great day. There was a hotel 
luncheon for the press, featuring a unit of lockers 
hooked up for demonstration. There was a cocktail 
party the same evening for the press, radio, TV and a 
hundred or so prominent citizens. These produced at 
least 25 mentions in the papers and on the radio about 
the new Valeteria service 

At the opening a program of “sidewalk” interviews 
on a local radio station was given. Those participating 
included inventor Ross L. Timms, designer Arthur T 
Sigo, plantowners Stanley and Jerry Goldberg, landlord 
ex-Senator Bulkley, and dozens of spectators. 

Leaflets were scattered throughout the office build- 
ings in the immediate area. Miss Valeteria (Miss Con- 
tento in real life), who is handling the public relations 
work for the locker operation, lived with the first in- 
stallation for a full week, She helped people learn how 
to use the lockers and engaged curious onlookers in 
conversation to sell them on use of the service. As a 
result of her activities, she was invited to appear on two 
women’s radio programs to describe the locker opera- 
tions. Miss Contento also has the responsibility of train 
ing the special phone operators used on this service. 

The first installation was made in an arcade in 
Cleveland's Bulkley Building. A large downtown office 
building, it has the added advantage of being adjacent 
to several large parking garages. Therefore the foot traf- 
fic through the arcade is heavy 

The second installation, planned for another loca- 
tion, had to be postponed. The first was overtaxed so

It the company controls the factors causing peak 
periods they can increase the number of locker sta- 
tions. For locations have already been lined 
up at industrial concerns, a college, apartment houses, 
a hospital, gas stations, parking lots, garages, supermar- 
kets and a railroad station. The peak periods in a fac- 
tory are likely to be around 7:00 a.m. and 4:00 pP..; 
apartment houses might be before 8:00 a.m. and after 
5:00 p.m.; college stations could run steady all day; su- 
permarkets would be busy between 10:00 and 3:00. If 
a plant was using two operators at a time, it would 
make an effort to split between them stations that had 
the same peak-load patterns 

At present, Summers plans two shifts of phone girls, 
running from 7:30 to 12:30 and from 12:30 to 6:00. Since 
some of the industrial concerns are running third shifts,

the drycleaning plant may put in a third shift of phone 
girls to suit. Another device for saving the girl's time 
is a policy of transferring immediately to the store man- 
ager any calls that develop into conversations, whether 
complaints, requests for special information, or what- 
ever. 

What does a locker involve? 

First, a location at a point where pedestrian traffic 
is heavy. All the businessmen in Cleveland approached 
by D. O. Summers on the subject of leasing space for 
Valeteria lockers were enthusiastic, without exception. 
Leases arranged at 7 to 10 percent of gross volume 
through the lockers are very satisfactory. 

The prime stumbling block at present has been 
available telephone lines. Like many cities Cleveland 
has a few small areas with an abundance of lines, and 
many areas with acute shortages of lines. Installations 
in the latter areas must await rotation of applicants. 

The control panel in the plant is leased to the dry- 
cleaner for a very small percentage of gross volume 
through the lockers. 

Whether a driver, with an extra truck, can service 
more than 10 lockers depends on the driver, the dis- 
tance between lockers, and the accessibility of the 
lockers to the truck. 

The phone girl has already been discussed. 

With rents, fixtures and wages as they are today, re- 
placing marginal stores with lockers could cut distri- 
bution costs as much as 50 percent. By making it easier 
to get drycleaning done quickly and at the customer's 
convenience, more clothes may get cleaned quicker 
So they get dirty again quicker! 

Some of the productive labor (marking and check- 
ing) that has gone into the stores to keep the store girls 
busy can be drawn back into the plant under compe- 
tent supervision, with a probable lowering of those 
costs. : 

In any case, the locker system is entirely new to dry- 
cleaning, it helps attack the labor shortage problem, 
it’s exciting to the customer.

No, the Alabama Supreme Court has declared. (E. 
& W. Dry Cleaning Co. v. American Laundry Co 
So. 58 

First, the noted that no contract that un- 
reasonably restricts free competition in business is valid 
It is reasonable for the seller of a business to agree not 
to compete with his successor for a reasonable time, or 
for a key employee to agree that he will not compete 
with his boss on quitting. But an agreement not to en- 
gage ina line of business in which one has not engaged 
is void as tending to the creation of a monopoly. 

The Supreme Court said it makes no difference 
that there were other laundries and cleaning plants 
in the same city which afforded competition. In that 
case the agreement was between one cleaning company 
ind five laundries, thereby considerably limiting com- 
petition in the cleaning industry. The court concluded: 
It is difficult to see why the public is not better served 
by the breach than by the performance of this contract.”

Duties in Reshipping Garments 


In the absence of agreement to the contrary, should a cleaner 
return by express garments that have been received from a 
ustomer by express? Should the reshipment be fully valued? 
If return by parcel post is authorized, should the shipment be 
fully insured, or at least insured for the amount fixed by the 
ustomer in sending the goods to the cleaner? 


Under ordinary circumstances, these questions 
should be answered yes, as a practical matter to guard 
iwainst dissatisfaction of the customer, if not as a 
means of avoiding legal liability 

Two appellate court decisions on this subject reflect 
what almost any court might be expected to decide. 

\ North Carolina cleaning company received by 

considerable clothing and returned it by un- 
nsured parcel post in five packages. One of them was 
lost in the mails. A trial judge held that the company 
was not liable but the supreme court of the state 
ordered a new trial in the light of the law as thus laid 
down by the higher court (Green v. Ben Vonde Co., 
107 S. E. 139 

Proof that the company mailed the missing package 
raised a presumption that it was received, putting it up 
to the customer to prove the contrary. If the customer 
could prove that he did not receive the package, the 
company would lose the case for having failed to in- 
sure the contents. 

By sending the garments to the company by express, 
the customer indicated that he wanted them returned 
by express. This was natural because the post office is 
not liable for loss of an uninsured package, but an 
express company is, up to a fixed valuation if no greater 
valuation is agreed upon 

The court said that the company would have been 
in the clear had it reshipped the clothing by express 
or by parcel post insured. (The writer advises return 
by express of goods received by express, if there is no

agreement to the contrary. Some courts might not 
agree with the North Carolina court's intimation that 
shipment by parcel post insured is necessarily as satis- 
factory to patrons as shipment by express, particularly 
where they have indicated a preference by using 
express.) 

The second case was decided by the Kansas City, 
Mo., Court of Appeals. (Hildebrand v. Erickson, 242 
S. W. 1014.) Rugs were sent by the customer to the 
cleaning firm by express, with instructions to return 
them by express to “Mr. Cumberford, 2804 Penn St., 
St. Jo., Mo.” They were reshipped to “Cumberford, St. 
Joseph, Mo.,” without valuation, and were lost in transit. 
The court decided that the cleaner was liable for the 
value of the rugs because he failed to properly address 
the return shipment and place a waladiien upon it. 


. 

Wrongfully Discharged Employees 

A drycleaner hired the plaintiffs for a fixed time. Before 
that time was up he fired them merely because they would not 
accept lower wages. If, after reasonable effort to get new jobs, 
they remained unemployed for the remainder of the period for 
which the cleaner had hired them, could they collect as dam- 
ages the full amount of wages they would have received from 
him if he had not broken the contract? 


Yes, was the answer given by the Vermont Supreme 
Court in the case of Holloway v. Levine, 180 Atl. 889. 
And that is the answer that almost any court would be 
apt to give. The gist of the decision is this: 

If an employee hired for a time that has not yet 
expired is told that he will be dismissed if he does not 
accept lower wages, and stays on, he in effect agrees 
to a modification of his contract and loses any ground 
for claiming damages. 

If he is dismissed because he refuses to accept 
lower wages, he can collect damages provided that 
he does not immediately get another job that pays 
as much or more than the amount agreed upon, But 
he must make a reasonable effort to get another job 
at as good or better wages. If he gets another job that 
pays less, his damages are measured by the difference 
between what he earns at the new job and what he 
would have gotten under the contract. 

If after being fired he cannot get another job, but 
his employer renews an offer to hire him at lower wages, 
he should accept it and then sue the boss for the dif- 
ference between the lower wages and what the contract 
called for, for the unexpired part of the contract, dating 
from his discharge.

How To Control Vault Conditions 


Storage for the Drycleaner, Part Il: 


Fumigation, temperature and humidity 


by JOHN J. MARTIN 


COLD STORAGE OR FUMIGATION is likely to be 
a major question in the mind of the drycleaner who is 
planning to install a vault. The answer to the question, 
summing up all the arguments and opinions of experts 
in the field, is both 

Because have sold on the value 
# cold storage for generations, it offers the best ad- 
vertising opportunities. On the other hand, it must 
be remembered that fumigation is the only sure way 
to kill moths and other insect life 

Much has been said about the “shock” method of 
raising the vault temperature, then suddenly lowering 
it, in an attempt to kill larvae, This method will not 
kill insect life-only keep it dormant. Moreover, the 
sudden lowering of the temperature, after it has been 
raised It requires extra re- 
frigerating machinery that is idle except for the few 
times that the vault is put into “shock.” 

In addition, the expense is out of proportion to the 
results, since moths are still alive to do damage after 
being revived by outside warm air. Investment cost 
is high if this method is attempted, operating costs are 
out of line and, at best, the drycleaner does only part of 
his job

Fumigation a Sure Method 

Chemical control of dangerous insect life is. on the 
other hand, both economical and entirely effective. The 
commercially marketed fumigants. with very few ex- 
ceptions, can be counted on to successfully demoth 
These mixtures have been specifically de- 
signed for the job, are easy to handle and are sure 

In a technical bulletin NICD reports that some op- 
erators use a mixture of 50 percent ethylene dichloride 
and 50 percent carbon tetrachloride. Applied 15 to 20 
pounds per 1,000 cubic feet at 65 degrees F. or higher 
tor 24 hours, the formula has been completely successful. 


garments 
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Other formulas, using carbon disulfide or increased 
percentages of ethylene dichloride, will do the job, but 
are not recommended because of the added fire hazard. 
While hydrocyanic acid is an effective fumigant, it 
is extremely poisonous and should not be used. 

Compressed gas contained in cylinders is another 
method of fumigating. Most of the gas compounds are 
mixtures of ethylene oxide or methyl formate with car- 
bon dioxide. While as effective as the liquid mixtures 
and easier to use, this method is more expensive. 

Most experts recommend the use of a separate 
fumigating chamber so that garments can be processed 
before storage in the vault. Handling is easier, since 
small numbers of garments are fumigated. At the same 
time, immediate action against moth damage is taken 
upon receipt of the garments. This reduces the chance 
of claims against the drycleaner for damage that oc- 
curred while garments were waiting for storage. 

The vault itself should also be equipped for periodic 
fumigation. A “gassing” once or twice during the season 
after most storage is in is an added safety measure. 


Storage Definitions 

The other part of the desired combination system is 
cold storage. Actually, the term is a misnomer for the 
modern air-conditioned storage vault. The “cold storage” 
name has hung on because it is known and accepted 
by the public, and for that reason can be effectively 
used in advertising. 

Actually, for practical vault operation the control 
of relative humidity is more important than the control 
of temperature. The following definitions and illustra- 
tions should help to bring out the importance of rel- 
ative humidity: 

When the air contains all the moisture it can hold, 
it is said to be saturated. Relative humidity is the

Relative humidity, then, means simply how wet the 
air is in relation to how much moisture the air can hold 
at a certain temperature 

thsolute humidity is the amount of moisture in the 
iir, measured in grains 

To illustrate the difference, suppose that one cubic 
foot of air contains 4 grains of water at 70 degrees F. 

At that temperature it is possible for one cubic foot 
of air to hold 8 grains of water. Since it is holding only 
t grains, the absolute humidity is 4 grains per cubic 
foot, while relative humidity is 50 percent. Had the air 
been holding 6 grains, relative humidity would be 75 
percent 

It is important to note that as temperature rises, 
the air is capable of holding more and more moisture. 
As the temperature drops, the air can hold less and less 
water 

For example, at 100 degrees F., one cubic foot of air 
can hold 20 grains of water. At 30 degrees F.. one cubic 
foot of air will hold only 2 grains of water 

Relative humidity would be 10 percent if there were 
2 grains of water per cubic foot at 100 degrees F. If 
the air is cooled to 30 degrees, that sarne 2 grains of 
water will mean 100 percent humidity at that tempera- 
ture. Below 30 degrees, moisture will be given up in the 
form of condensation because the air cannot hold that 
much moisture at these lower temperatures.

A relative humidity of 100 percent is known as the 
dew pornt. 

The condensation given off when the temperature 
and relative humidity get out of balance will be ab- 
sorbed by the garments in the vault, giving mildew a 
chance to grow and increasing the possibility of a musty 
or moldy odor. 


Choosing Vault Temperature and Humidity 

The temperature picked for the vault is largely a 
matter of p oem Provided relative humidity is kept 
at the ideal, from the standpoint of furs, any tempera- 
ture from subfreezing to as high as 70 degrees is ade- 
quate. 

Other factors can be considered in choosing tempera- 
ture. There can be a compromise between the sales 
value of a cool vault and the cost of cooling. At 60 de- 
grees, for instance, cooling cost is low, insulation is 
needed only against the direct rays of the sun, and the 
vault feels like an icebox to the customer brought in 
from outside summer temperature. Don't neglect the 
psychological effect on the customer who visits. Many a 
sale has been made on the basis of a cool spot on a 
hot day. 

When it comes to relative humidity, there is very 
little choice. It has been found that relative humidity 
in the vault must be kept between 50 and 55 percent. 

Humidities of 65 percent and higher will produce 
mold and mildew. In extreme cases, the pelts of fur 
garments may rot. Even when humidity is not high 
enough to produce mildew, moisture in the air above 
55 percent has been known to distort or stiffen pelts. 
Shrinkage may occur when the pelt is removed to a 
different climate outside the vault. 

Low limits are around 40 percent relative humidity. 
Air drier than this may cause the oil in the pelts to dry 
up, thus making the skins dry and crack. 

Machinery may break down, so for protection the 
limits should not be approached too closely. Ten below 
the high limit and 10 above the low limit should be 
maintained—hence 50 to 55 percent relative humidity. 

Three methods of perl ~nov temperature and hu- 
midity are available to the vault operator: 

1. In certain parts of the country where year-round 
temperature is fairly stable, humidity may be the only 
concern. Moisture control alone may do the job in those 
areas ‘ 
2. Temperature can be controlled by refrigerating 
equipment with separate equipment for controlling 
humidity. 

3. A package installation, controlling temperature 
and humidity together, can be obtained. 

Even in an equable climate, the drycleaner takes 
some chance if he relies on humidity control alone.

Methods of Moisture Control 

[here are two types of humidity-control devices 
ivailable—chemical and mechanical 

Some vaults rely on the chemical calcium chloride 
to remove excess moisture from the air. Usually troughs 
about 4 feet long and from 12 to 18 inches wide are 
filled with the chemical. A fan blowing over the calcium 
chloride will circulate the air so that the moisture will 
be removed 

The troughs are slanted slightly to permit the col- 
lected water to drain off into a receptacle 

The mechanical method is based on a_ simple 
principle. If air is passed over a cooling coil which 
maintains a surface temperature that will bring rel- 
ative humidity to the dew point, the moisture will 
collect on the cooling coil. Excess moisture removed 
the air entering the vault will be at the desired relative 
humidity 

Either of these methods may be used, with or with- 
out a separate vault retrigerating system 


The Package Unit 

The most modern type of installation is the pack- 
age unit for controlling both temperature and humidity. 
The heart of this combination consists of a humidistat, 
limiting humidity a thermostat, controlling tem- 
perature 

When humidity rises a switch is thrown automatic- 
ally and the fans go to work at a slow speed. They force 
air over the cold fins, condensing and eliminating the 
water to a small drain line 

When the temperature rises above 60 degrees F 
the thermostat actuates a set of switches which turn 
the fans on at a high speed. The cooling units operate 
then only as refrigerating elements. When the ther- 
mostat is back at 60 degrees, the fans are automatically 
shut off. Likewise, the humidistat cuts the fans off from 
their slow-speed operation when 50 percent relative 
humidity

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FUMIGATION ELEMENT in vault permits treatment of garments during 
season. Liquid fumigant is poured into receptacle at bottom. Air forced 
over it is distributed through vault from vent at top 


The cooling medium is a gas, such as Freon, which 
functions by the process of heat transfer. Just before 
the gas enters the cooling unit, it is a liquid. After 
passing through a small hole, it expands. By expanding 
and thus becoming a gas, it absorbs the heat in the 
coils and fins. It carries this heat back to the compressors 
outside the vaults. 

As these compressors reduce the gas in volume and 
transform it back to a liquid through pressure, the ac- 
cumulated heat in the gas is automatically given off. 
Thus, the compressors are “hot” while operating, so 
the cooling units are cold.

Lyle after her talk about the

cleanability to the three different groups represented, 
Dr. Lyle gave three different talks. 

Pretesting and labeling were stressed in the two 
meetings with store fabric buyers. 

In the four sessions with sales personnel of the 
Thalhimers and Miller & Rhoads stores, she used color 
slides to illustrate fabric construction, best uses of 
specific fabrics and some results of their misuse. 

The talk to consumers was designed to give a basic 
knowledge of some of the newest synthetic fibers, their 
advantages and disadvantages. 

“Buyers are the people who can most influence the 
end results to the consumer,” Dr. Lyle told her audience

Dr. Lyle gave the 50 buyers present some examples 
of improper and misleading labeling that led to damage 
in the cleaning plant, She touched on NICD’s work with 
manufacturers to test their products and develop proper 
labeling information, and then showed her listeners 
how they might make use of this program by reading

the technical bulletins and Fabric Facts. She concluded 
that the buyer must include selection and care factors 
as buying motives as they choose fabrics and garments 
for resale over the counter. 

Talking to almost 200 salespeople, Dr. Lyle switched 
her emphasis to “interpretation” of fabric information 
as an aid to the consumer. She pointed out that the 
salesperson {s the first contact with the consumer, and 
that this group must be able to advise on proper use 
and care of fabrics sold. 

Discussing the differences between luxury and 
durable fabrics, Dr. Lyle stated that the salesperson 
must bring out the fragility and limited wear factors 
of many Senery fibers and constructions. If the cus- 
tomer is made to understand that her best party dress 

will not wear like a woolen suit, 
claims in the drycleaning plant 
and in the department store can 
be reduced. By advising on us- 
age and cleaning care, he sales- 
person can do much to assure 
this claim reduction. 

The closing talk on the clinic 
program was for customers of 
the Richmond department stores, 
and was designed to bring this 
group up to date on the newest 
synthetic fibers. Dr. Lyle showed 
samples of these fibers in fabric 
form, told the consumers in what 
kind of fashions these construc- 
tions would be found, and what 
could be expected of them in 
drycleanability. Again she em- 
—— that fabrics must be 
»ought with an eye to laundera- 
bility and drycleanability, the se- 
lection and care factors. 


Concentrated Promotion 


In the field of public rela- 
tions for the drycleaning indus- 
try, the fabric clinic was an am- 
bitious undertaking for any local 
group. It took months of pre- 
planning and work with the re- 
tailing people, but resulted in a 
city of “drycleaning conscious” 
department stores—from top ex- 
ecutives down to the girl at the 
counter. 

An additional payoff for the 
work of the Richmond Institute 
was the newspaper, radio and 
television publicity attached to 
the clinic. Dr. Lyle, keeping a 
schedule that rivaled a presiden- 
tial speaking tour, ale a tape 
recording for a radio transcrip- 
tion, made a personal appear- 
ance on a television program, 
and was interviewed at length 
by the press for feature articles 
in the local daily.

sells pillow-renovating service

THE HIGHEST DIRECT VOLUME INCREASE has 
been accomplished by the lowest-cost selling campaign 
tried by the Superior Pillow Cleaning Company of 
Houston, Texas 

Since 1945 the owner, Max Etwanik, has tried all 
sorts of advertising campaigns and promotional stunts 
Three years ago he tried telephone soliciting, but 
results were not satisfactory. Prospects told the solicitor 
they were very much interested; they even promised 
to send in their work. But very little work actually 
came to the plant as a result of the calls 

Two years ago the program was changed. Using 
a Houston crisscross list by streets, and working the 
better residential sections, the phone is kept busy from 
9 to 12 and from 2 to 5. All calls for one week are made 
in the same section of the city 

The girl on the telephone starts off with a brief ex- 
planation of the service. She then tells the housewife

that Superior Pillow Cleaners has a representative in the 
area and asks permission to have him call to explain 
the services and show some samples. If the answer is 
“No” on a home appointment the girl tries to get the 
housewife to agree to come to the plant and see the 
work being done. 

During the off season (Christmas to May) six hours 
of phone solicitation will average eight appointments 
for the home solicitor. During the natural season for 
pillow cleaning, which in Houston is from May until

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holiday time, the same number of hours on the phone 
will bring from 12 to 20 appointments 

During the off season, these eight home calls by 
the solicitor will result in a direct volume of around 
$1,000 per month. During the heavy season, direct 
volume from the solicitations will run an average of 
$1,800 per month. This does not include later business 
which results from the home calls. Mr. Etwanik has 
no check on this but he says that once the door is 
opened and the initial order placed, follow-up business 
just naturally results 

Superior Pillow Cleaning Company operates with 
two separate departments, pillows and comforters. Total 
wer-all volume runs between $75,000 and $100,000. 
On a $75,000 basis, the pillow renovating, new ticking

and filling material runs to $35,000, and the comforter 
department does $40,000. Down and feather comforters 
are made at the plant as well as being cleaned. 

The plant handles both retail and wholesale busi- 
ness, with retail work accounting for the bulk of the 
volume. A 25 percent commission is allowed laundries, 
cleaning plants and agencies on all pillow work, and 20 
percent on comforters. 

Mr. Etwanik has very complete sales catalogs which 
are used by the solicitors and the wholesale accounts. 
These show samples of the many kinds of ticking, 
cellophane-enveloped samples of down, feathers and 
kapok, and samples of comforter coverings. Prices for 
all kinds of work are given so that a wholesale ac- 
count can sell from the catalog and also order from it. 

Prices vary according to the 
quality of ticking or comfort cov- 
ering and filling. For pillow ren- 
ovating with new ticking the 
price runs from $2.10 to $3.40; 
tor a comforter, from $21.75 to 
$40. 

In the front of the catalog 
there is a story of how pillows 
are cleaned and pictures of Su- 
perior’s modern equipment. The 
plant has two feather cleaning 
machines which sterilize the 
feathers at 300 degrees F. Eight 
employees are required to oper- 
ate the plant during the heavy 
season and five during the off 
season. 

A large ad in the classified 
section of the Houston phone di- 
rectory brings in considerable 
business. Mr. Etwanik has tried 
all sorts of radio advertising but 
finds that for some reason this 
medium is not productive for his 
type of business. During the 
heavy season he uses small news- 
paper display ads, sometimes 
with a cut of the equipment in 
his plant. He is undecided as to 
the value of this type of advertis- 
ing for his business. 

“The only kind of advertising 
we are sure about,” Mr. Etwanik 
says, “is the phone appointments 
and the solicitor idinees We 
know we get direct results here 
because the solicitor brings back 
the work with him. We count 
only that work which he brings 
in as a result of the call. And we 
do get a substantial amount of 
business which comes in direct

Large new call office and drive-in convenience

A REMODELING PROGRAM at Imperial Laundry 
and Cleaners in Houston, Texas, accounted for a 50 
percent increase in volume in less than a year and a 
half. This is the conclusion of the owners, Fred Page 
and Bill Welford 

Since taking over a small plant on the present site 
in 1943, Imperial has shown a steady growth, increasing 
business 414 times. The plant operates 11 routes but 
has no stores except at the plant and no wholesale busi- 
ness. Call-office customers make up the bulk of the

servative estimate of the savings in claims to these 
members is $300,000.

Re- 
ports in 1951 are at the rate of 24 per member. This 
is an average saving of $50 on this one service alone. 

The sum of $50 is significant because that is the cost 
of membership for one year for a small plant. Dues 
are scaled to higher amounts for the larger plants, in 
direct proportion to their volume. 

But even this one department benefits the member 
more than he realizes. Many garments have been tested

The mothproofing and water-repellent tests compare 
the different products on the market. They have saved 
$50 worth of customer satisfaction to many drycleaner 
member of NICD. Also, they have helped several manu- 
facturers to improve the quality of their products. 

Two bulletins were of particular help to synthetic 
solvent plants during the shortage, ond can still be 
applied to hold down operational costs. 

Three of the technical bulletins dealt with damaged 
garments that defied general analysis and were causing 
drycleaners plenty of grief. By finding the cause and 
putting the blame in the proper place, every member 
of NICD was spared not one but many claims, if he 
read and used the bulletins. 

What plant could afford on its own the research 
put into these bulletins? Many of them represent 
thousands of dollars worth of equipment and man-hours 
—technically skilled man-hours. Yet for dues of $50 
even a small drycleaner could save himself 10 times as 
much annually! 


Cost study is the only means by which a drycleaner can 
surely know how he is making out. NICD issued in 
August an analysis of labor costs department by depart- 
ment for all productive labor. This was broken down 
into groups by plant volume. It was based on volumes 
reported for 1950. 

The figures quoted below are the average for plants 
doing from $40,000 to $60,000 annually. They are com- 
pared with the “goals” toward which an alert manage- 
ment should always be striving:

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One fact shown by this comparison is that the aver- 
age drycleaner is wasting money in many departments. 
To make up for it many skimp in other ways, such as 
free repairs, which affect the quality of their product. 

Every year NICD also subliches for its members 
cost comparisons for the entire plant operation. These 
are also grouped according to sales volumes, from less 
than $25,000 on up, so that each member can compare 
his costs with those in plants the size of his own. The

When costs are out of line, how does the NICD help 
members to reduce them? 

First, there are those services which help members 
to help themselves, The technical bulletins have been 
mentioned. They show how to improve methods, saving 
costs through proper handling or technique 

The management bulletins provide information on 
layout that saves steps and motions, on controls that 
speed workflow and cut down the stragglers. There are

If the problem is with sales employees there is 
material on the training of store sales people. A manual 
for training routemen is in the process of revision and 
should be ready by the first of the year. Help can be 
given in setting up a sales control system that really 
works.

be in a much tougher position than he is, This should 
become more apparent by the first of the year when 
the defense program really takes hold 

The little fellow back home thinks of “lobbying” as 
something evil that is done only by his enemies 
Actually, 99 percent of lobbying is getting all the facts 
through to the right people. It means presenting briefs 
by the dozens, attending hearings, testifying at hear 
ings, meeting with committees, checking with others 
interested in the legislation and rulings, holding per- 
sonal conferences, and making literally hundreds of 
telephone calls. This the NICD member pays for and 
never sees. If he had to do it personally, he’d probably 
go crazy! 

It isn’t possible or even advisable for the NICD 
to do the same thing on the state or local level. The 
national office does advise many of the state and local 
associations on legislation, It can point out some of the 
legal aspects of proposed legislation as well as many 
of the problems faced in financing and enforcement 
experienced in other parts of the country. 

Also, for the benefit of the individual member, the 
NICD has published a booklet entitled Who's Liable 
This serves to guide the drycleaner and his attorney to 
the court decisions on which most litigation involving 
drycleaners are based. It is impossible for NICD to 
provide actual legal service since that would requiré 
retaining a lawyer in each of the 48 states. Who's Liabl. 
helps the drycleaner decide if he has a case, what he 
needs to establish it with the court, and how to do it 
For the cleaner’s attorney it eliminates a lot of research 


There is no need to remind the reader that the National 
institute of Cleaning and Dyeing holds a convention 
each year, The machinery and supply houses exhibit 
their newest products by the hundreds, Drycleaners 
register by the thousands. It is an event that kindles 
your pride and enthusiasm for the growth and strength 
of the drycleaning industry.

$1.15 for a suit—to which the customer objects enter 
he used to pay 75 cents, The analysis allots 26 cents of 
the $1.15 to sales and service; 39 cents to labor, broken 
down into costs for each operation; 28 cents for equip- 
ment, buildings, supplies and the 
costs of using them; 14 cents for 
management expense, giving a 
total cost of $1.07, The remain- 
ing 8 cents, less taxes, is profit.
